Says Pope Favored La fontaine. 

The Pope Pius camp is led by Cardi- 
nal Boggiani, who, though a logical 
candidate, has created opposition by 
his radical and anti-concillatory poli- 
cies; hence his election is not likely. 
He is supported by Cardinals De Lai, 
Lega, Sbaretti, the French and Spanish 
cardinals, and possibly Cardinal Mer- 
cier. Cardinal Merry del Val, secre- 
tary of state under Pope Pius, who re- 
ceived some votes at the last conclave, 
with Cardinals La Fontaine of Venice 
and Laurenti of Rome, are possible 
candidates in the Pius group. How- 
ever, it was claimed here today that 
Pope Benedict’s dying wish was for 
the election of Cardinal La Fontaine.

Our debt to the soldiers is an obligation de- 
pendent upon no other debt. If we morally owe 
them some remuneration for sacrificing time, 
money, opportunity, and health in defense of our 
honfés and Institutions while the bulk of our 
civilian* population was prospering, we must pay 
them regardless of whether Europe pays us. The 
United States is not so poor that it cannot finance 
this adjusted compensation. Senator McCumber, 
supplementing his suggestion of foreign bonds, sug- 
gests a method of raising the funds immediately 
needed through special taxes. 

Adoption of some stich method is ‘the only 
certain way of meeting the obligation of adjusted 
compensation. It will - pay for, itself in the im-

For the first time 
in Indian history, ‘they are acting in 
close combination.

Soft Bran Muffins. 


One of the most accomplished and 
experienced of the world’s cooks says 
that two tablespoons too much of flour 
in a muffin recipe make failure—com- 


parative. 
There is no better thing than the 
iron roll pan, each little well of which 


holds one tablespoon of batter. It 
should be hot when the batter is put in. 
But the following may be used in the 
small sized muffin tins: 

Cream together a half cup of sugar 
and a scant tablespoon of butter and 
add one egg yolk well beaten or the 
whole egg, a half teaspoon or a little 
more of salt, one cup of sour milk well 
beaten, three-fourths of a teaspoon of 
soda dissolved in one-fourth cup of 
water. Stir these well together, and 
add one cup of wran lifted into cup by 
tablespoons, and one cup of well sifted 
white flour by degrees. holding the last 
few tablespoons out if the batter prom- 
ises to be much thicker than that for 
griddle cakes. This is too much sugar 
for most people, but that ingredient 
can be modified to taste.
